The Tax Amendment to l>e again 
voted on at the November Election 
will, if adopted, authorize th^ Legis- 
lature to enact a new Tax l.a.v that 
will subject the enormous aniount {>y 
personal property in the shape of 
Stocks, Bonds.

The Amendment. 

'^he General Assembly shall pro- 
vide by law an annual tax. whleh, wfCh'' 
other resources, shall be sufflcfent to 
defray the estimated expen.^es of the 
Commonwealth for each ti. cal year. 
Taxes shall be levied- and collected 
for public purposes only and shall be 
uniform upon all property of the same 
class subject to taxation within the 
territorial limit.'? of the authority levy 
Ing the tax: and all taxes shall be 
levied and collected by general laws. 

"The General Assembly shall have 
power to divide property into classes 
and to determine what class or classer- 
of property shall be subject to local 
taxation. Bonds of the State and Qt"

school districts shall not be subject to 
taxation. 

"Any law passed or enacted by the 
General Assembly pursuant to the pro 
visions of or under this amendment 
or amended section of the coastlta- 
tlon, classifying property and provid- 
ing a lower rate of taxation on per- 
sonal property, tangible or intangible . 
than that upon real estate, shaU be> 
snbject to the rsftirendap power oT 
the pe<^e.'' 

This amendment was ratified by an 
enormous majority at the election in 
1912, but was pronounced invalid by 
the Court of Appeals because it had 
been advertised only sixty, instead oL' 
ninety, dajrs as the Constttntlon pro- 
vides 

It has been advertised in legal t'enr-t 
and in time for this year's election 
and should receive a larger ■aj pri ty 
Oaa before, as Tax paying voters hav*-
